The use of this, as ot any, text-book will be varied b:F 
different teachers to suit the requirements of the students. 
We, however, offer the following suggestions, as long ex- 
perience has demonstrated that the plans set forth are.con- 
ducive to good results 

To the Student. 

The student should not only learn the correct spelling 
of each word but also its pronunciation, syllabication and 
definition. The idea should be not only to learn to spell 
the words correctly but to make them so thoroughly one's 
own as to be able to use them, under all conditions, with- 
out reference. It is best that the lesson be learned some 
hours before recitation, as the result of the recitation will 
then indicate more nearly what the student has really mas" 
tered and not simply that which has been given a temporary 
place in his memory. 

Blanks. 

The lessons may be written in blanks provided with col- 
umns lor the words, corrections, etc. (see specimens on 
page vii), or may be written in common blank books, with- 
out perpendicular ruling. If the latter method is adopted, 
the words should be written as near each other as in ordi- 
nary writing and each line filled out well at the right edge 
of the paper, dividing the words at the ends of lines, at syl- 
lables only. If the words are written in columns, the stu- 
dent may be required to syllabify the words either in all 
lessons or occasionally as the teacher may announce at the 
beginning of the dictation.

Writing. 

The writing should be done with pen and ink and in th6 
neatest and best manner possible. The spelling blank will 
thus aiford an excellent basis for judgment of the student's 
qualification in several important lines, as it instantly shows 
his penmanship, spelling, and general neatness. 

Oorreotions. 
The words should be distinctly pronounced and the defi- 
nition read by the teacher. The cortecting may be done by 
the teacher, or the books may be exchanged, and, as the 
teacher spells the words, the students check all errors. 
All omissions, incomplete, and illegible words should be 
checked as errors. The one correcting then places the 
percentage at the top and signs his name on the margin. 

Review, 

When the blanks have been returned to the owner, the 
misspelled words should be written correctly either in a 
column provided for that purpose or on a page reserved in 
the back part of the blank. These words should be repeatedly 
teviewedt and review lessons may be given from such words 
taken from different blanks- 
Results. 

At the end of the week, the blanks should be collected 
and examined by the teacher to see that they have been 
properly corrected and the grades copied on the class reg- 
ister. It is well also to have the names of those who secure 
one hundred per cent, on the week's work posted in some 
conspicuous place in the school-room. 

Occasional oral exercises in both spelling and defining 
will be found interesting and profitable. 

The rules for spelling should be learned and may be 
assigned as a regular lesson.

The list of abbreviations should be mastered and used 
regularly. The teacher can give the abbreviation and per- 
niit the students. to write out the meaning from memory, or 
the teacher can give the full words and require the students 
to write the proper abbreviations. 

Shorthand students will find it of very great advantage 
to obtain the proper outline for each word given and write 
it carefully on the margin of this book, thus making of it a 
shorthand dictionary of just the words used by an amanu- 
ensis.

DIRECTIONS FOR FOLDING A 
LETTER SHEET. 
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1-, To fold a letter sheet of " let- 
ter size" paper to fit an ordi- 
nary business envelope, place 
the sheet before you as when 
writing ; fold the 'bottom up to 
within about half an inch of 
the top, (No. i) and press down the fold, being careful to 
keep the edges even. Fold over, from the right, a little 
more than one-third of the width of the sheet or a little less 
than the width of the envelope, (No. 2) and then fold over 
from the left the remainder of the paper ; the sheet should 
now appear as in No. 3. 

Inserting. — Take the letter, as it lay after folding, in the 
right hand and the envelope, with the back up and the 
opening toward the right, in the left hand, now insert, 
putting the last folded edge in the envelope first. 

A letter so folded and inserted may be removed readily 
and, if the envelope is opened properly, the letter will be 
found right side up ready for reading. 
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NoTB — ^There are so many forms for business lectera 
that students and others often find it difficult to deter- 
mine which one to use. We give below a proper form 
for a letter written with pen and ink, and on tne oppo- 
site page one for a type-written letter. Observe tnat 
the type-written form differs only in the position of the 
salutation.
